New York, March 15.—The Press 


Publishing company, publishers of the 
New York World, through its coun- 
sel, Delancey Nicoll, pleaded not guil- 
ty before Judge Holt in the Federal 
court today to the charge of criminal 
libel in West Point and the New York 
liostoffice in the Panama Canal case. 


Counsel for Caleb Van Hamm, an 


editor of the World, also entered a 
plea of not guilty to a similar charge 
in behalf of Mr. Van Hamm. Counsel 
was granted one week to prepare a 
special pleading as to the jurisdiction 
of the court. 


Mr. Van Hamm did not appear in

The senate being a continuous body, 
its organization Is complete, although 
interest in today's, proceedings cen- 
tered on the vice president, Mr. Sher- 
man, and the swearing in of Senator 
Stephensou, of Wisconsin, who has 
been re-elected after a bitter fight in 
the legislature of his state.

sented. The house, with its 77 new 
members, had to organize and this 
consumed' considerable . tlnie.

Portsmouth, Ohio, delivered a ringing 
•address in which he raked the saloon 
business fore and aft. 


Rev. N. C. Shirey. district superin- 


tendent of the Anti-Saloon league, who 
presided at the service, declared he 
ivas not prepared to say definitely 
when the attempt would lie made to 
wipe out Allen 
county 
saloons by 


means of the option election; that this 
was a matter dependent very largely 
upon the sentiment of the p enple 
themselves. 
He appealed, 'however, 


to drive the saloons out would mean 
damage to business, but if they -will i 
study the question carefully they will 
find that the argument has no facts to 
back it up. This temperance wave is 
not a new thing. Many states, many 
cities and many towns have been dry 
for years. In Massachusetts the cities 
and towns vote every year on the 
proposition, and 50 per cent, of the 
larger cities and 75 or 80 percent, of 
the smaller towns are dry. and not 10 
per cent, of those that have once 
voted dry ever vote wet again. 


"I challenge any liquor man to take 


these communities and make any com- 
parison, moral or financial, that will 
not destroy his argument. 
It is true 


there are cities that are exceptions, 
and these the liquor interests have set 
up as arguments. But they are ex- 
ceptions, remember, and must not be 
accepted as proving a general proposi-

Have 
you ever heard of the dry goods mer- 
chants, or the grocers or the butchers 
getting together and hiring a lawyer 
to tell the people that they are not 
going to be dishonest, any more?" 


Its Effect on Business. 


Judge Blair assailed the argument 


of the liquor interests that the voting 
out of saloons meant business depres- 
sion, and cited many statistics from 
his own state of Ohio. 
He asserted 


that while in the past year there had 
,Jjeen a decrease of 10 per cent, in the 
deposits in the banks of Ohio, every 
city and town that went dry showed 
an_increass in .bank deposits.. Contin- 
"uirig, he said: 


"Many business men, many men of 


the highest morality have heard this 
argument of the liquor interests so 
often that they sincerely believe that

Summarized, it. was in effect a show- 
ing that the increase in the propor- 
tionate consumption of beer year by 
year had brought, with it an enormous 
increase in crime, in divorce, in pov- 
erty.

Wherever one Avandered he found others of similarly appealing shape. 
Like London itself, Paris had found unprofitable hollowness . of operat- 


iing public lighting and had decided to lease its municipal gas plant for private 
operation. 


Bath, England had tasted the bitter dregs of public electric plant ownership 


and, determined to rid itself of all further effort in this line, offered its electric 
plant for sale. 


Philadelphia could find no reason for resuming public operation of its muni- 


cipal gas plant, already under lease for operation for ten years past, and decided, 
to continue such private operation for twenty years to come. 


New York City found even its attempt- to light the Brooklyn bridge too costly 


an experiment for further municipal operation and turned i' .-> lighting over to 
private companies. 


Hamilton, Ohio, after seventeen years of losing experience in operating .its 


gas lighting plant, had granted a twenty-five-year lighting franchise to a private 
'corporation.

This, too, was about the time that the voters of Nashville. Tennessee, having, 


had their eyes opened to what they Avere being led into, refused to sanction $400,- 
000 of bonds for enlarging its electric plant. 


In Omaha the voters, foreseeing a most burdensome debt to be met by the 


taxpayers in the future, had'declined to authorize a $3.500.000 bond issue for buy- 
ing up the gas plant. Wise Omaha! 


At Winnipeg, Avhere an alluring electric project, Avith the current generated 


by Avater power, had been dangled before the eyes of the taxpayers, action was 
taken indefinitely postponing the $3,250,000 outlay required.

Knead well, cover and set in a warm place to 
raise over night. In the morning turn'out on a veil floured board and 
divide Into pieces weighing about three ounches each. Pat them out 
round, let Btand lor a few moments, then roll into oblong shapes and 
lay in a greasfed dripping pan far enough apart to give them room to 
expand. Let them rise again from halt to three-quarters of an hour,
